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ive officials of the American Dental 

Association took a look 10 years into 
the future of dentistry at a panel dis- 
cussion on November first and saw strik- 
ing new developments in research and a 
sharp reduction in the extent of dental 
decay. 

The panel, which was presented at the 
45th annual meeting of the manufac- 
turers’ section of the American Dental 
Trade Association at the Edgewater 
Beach Hotel, covered much of the field 
of dentistry, including scientific develop- 
ments, dental education, the ability of the 
profession to meet increasing demands of 
the public for dental care and means for 
extension of dental health services. 

“Elimination of dental caries as a 
major factor in dental disease is a real 
possibility,” Dr. Rudolph H. Friedrich, 
of Chicago, secretary of the Council on 
Dental Health of the American Dental 
Association, said. 

“It is safe to say that the next 10 years 
will bring about a distinct change in the 
concept of dental disease. With caries 
continuing to be brought under control, 
less and less operative therapy will be re- 
quired to restore the ravages of dental 
decay.” 

Dr. Friedrich noted that as persons be- 
come older, their teeth tend to wear 
down, bringing problems of “bite” or 
occlusion, which in turn can lead to 
serious gum conditions such as pyorrhea. 

“As teeth are maintained in the mouth 
to an older age,” he said, “the problems

of occlusion, malocclusion and _perio- 
dontal disease will be brought into 
sharper focus.” 

Dr. Friedrich also predicted that there 
will be a significant drop in the need for 
full dentures. 

“As the need for restoration of the 
entire tooth or teeth is reduced,” he 
said, “prosthetic requirements will shift 
toward partial restorations of teeth.” 

Dr. Friedrich foresaw a substantial ex- 
pansion of dental services brought to the 
mental and chronically ill, whether in 
hospitals or institutions or at home. 

On scientific developments, Dr. George 
C. Paffenbarger, of Washington, D. C., 
chief of the Association’s research staff at 
the National Bureau of Standards, out- 
lined for the future a number of preven- 


tive advances, including a technic called 


remineralization for forestalling dental 
cavities. 

“There is excellent evidence that 
enamel is severely attacked before a 
cavity can be seen,” he said. “There is 
also substantial proof that such damaged 
enamel may be at least partially repaired. 

“The routine surface treatment of the 
teeth of young patients with reminerali- 
zation agents or synthetic impregnating 
or coating materials may easily become 
a routine procedure within the next few 
years.” 

Dr. Paffenbarger also foresaw the pos- 
sible development of anti-enzymes as ef- 
fective anti-decay agents and possibly

need all the help you and I can give. It is not the aged alone who are the re- 

_ cipients of this fund but the younger men and their families that catastrophe 
has overtaken who, too, can count on this fund for help. 


And so, in the spirit that prompted the Wise Men of Old to bring their gifts 
to the Christ Child in Bethlehem of Judea 1956 years ago, may you and I in 
that same spirit bring to those less fortunate that we, a “Golden Contribution.” 
Give more than you did last year and we are certain the glowing warmth and 
satisfaction that come with giving and sharing will be yours. That Christmas 
Star will shine even more brightly because you have lighted in the heart of 
someone the hope of a brighter tomorrow, a knowledge that someone does care 
and a feeling of still belonging to a very wonderful profession whose members 
care enough to share.

helpful in treating diseases of the gums. 

“Anti-enzymes have of late had a rather 
dismal dental history,” he said. “They 
do, however, afford an excellent approach 
to prevention of caries and possibly many 
types of periodontal lesions. 

“There is a strong possibility that they 
may be developed as effective anticario- 
genic agents which will prevent the bac- 
teria from forming noxious products.” 

He described water fluoridation as “an 
unparalleled achievement in disease pre- 
vention.” 

“The evidence will continue to mount 
that fluorine affords a significant protec- 
tion against dental caries without a detri- 
mental effect on the body,” he said. “The 
percentage of the population (having a 
common water supply) who will be pro- 
tected with the fluoridation program will 
continue to increase.” 

He forecast that the future would see 
greatly expanded use of improved high 

instruments for preparing teeth for 
fillings, especially water and air turbine- 
driven handpieces, which would elimi- 
nate much of the discomfort of the tradi- 
tional rotary drill. 

Dr. Paffenbarger foresaw new dental 
filling materials such as new types of syn- 
thetic resins and gallium-based alloys. 
The latter, he said, may challenge the 
silver amalgam that has been dominant 
for years as a filling material. 

Dr. Paffenbarger said additional dental 
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ODOC research funds are needed beside those 
Ls now available from federal sources. 
He predicted that more funds will be

“Additional control and preventive 
reputation as measures in dental health practice will 
for come chiefly from research; the develop- 
fine ment of new knowledge and its applica- 
workmanship tion are the great hope,” he said. 


On dental manpower to serve the 
public, B. Duane Moen, director of the 
Bureau of Economic Research and Sta- 
tistics of the Association, forecast that 
the increase in dentists in the next 10 
years will not keep up with the general 
population, which he estimated would be 
“190 million in 1965. 

He said that there are now 89,000 ac- 
tive dentists in the United States and 
estimated that there would be 97,900 in 
1965, constituting about 3,000 less than 
would be needed to maintain the present 
ratio of one dentist for every 1,886 per- 
sons. 

Mr. Moen said that the decreased ratio 
would be largely offset not only by 
scientific advances but also by the in- 
creasing employment of dental assistants 
and hygienists. He said the use of these 
auxiliary personnel has become increas- 
ingly important by making it possible for 
the dentist to provide services effectively 
to more people. 

At the same time, he pointed to a 
consistently steady rise in the public’s 
demand for dental care and noted that 
Precision Attachments the percentage of the population visiting 
Stressbreakers the dentist during a year has risen from 
Better partial dentures about 40 per cent in 1949 to 45 per cent 
Cast fixed bridgework in 1955.

jo00000 He said that last year there were 
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nearly 79,000 auxiliary employes em- 
ployed full time by dentists, an increase 
of about 22 per cent over three years be- 
fore, and he predicted that the numbers 
would increase. 

The trend in growing use of auxiliary 
help was described as particularly signifi- 
cant by Dr. Shailer Peterson, of Chicago, 
secretary of the Council on Dental Edu- 
cation of the Association. 

Noting that the dental schools cannot 
provide enough graduates to keep up 
with the growing population in the next 
10 years in the same ratio as today, he 
said that “dental schools and dental 
hygiene schools cannot be expanded 
rapidly and still maintain the high stand- 
ards that are needed.” 

He reported that within the next 10 
years, eight or nine new dental schools 
and 10 or 12 new dental hygiene schools 
will be established. Currently there are 
45 dental schools and 31 dental hygiene 
schools. 

Dr. Peterson also pointed to an antici- 
pated increase in training programs with- 
in hospitals for dental interns and resi- 
dents. He said there were now 244 
programs approved by his council in 176 
hospitals and predicted at least 100 more 
hospitals would have approved pee 
in the next few years. 

As a new emphasis guiding the dentist 
of tomorrow, Dr. Peterson said the dental 
schools now devote an increasing amount 
of time to teaching the student the im- 
portance of viewing the patient as a 
whole. Other panelists were Mr. Bernard 
J. Conway, secretary of the A.D.A. Coun- 
cil on Legislation and Dr. J. Roy Doty, 
secretary of the A.D.A. Council on Den- 
tal Therapeutics. 

Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, of Chicago, 
secretary of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, served as moderator of the panel 
in his own inimitable manner.
